Japan "Splits Openers" 


JAPAN has accepted Ihc American invitation to 
j 
discuss disarmament but bangs a string to 


her acceptance in the way of a reservation as to 
the consideration of Pacific and Far East prob- 
lems at the conference, pending further infor- 
mation as to the scope such consideration might 
take. It is the first of many such strings that 
•will be found dangling from Ihc participation of 
the powers in the conference, and quite typical. 
Each nation will come to the conference with 
certain sharply defined ideas of its interests, and 
its concurrence in any decisions will depend on 
these interests and how the proposals made 
seem to affect them. 


Japan has "lipped" her hand in very much 


the way that a poker-player who opens a jack- 
pot advises the other players that he has "jacks 
or better". We'll learn more about the rest of 
Ihc hands when they come to the draw. 
So 


far they arc all just "staying", and the expres- 
sions of eagerness with -which they come in sig- 
nify no more than docs a smile or a frown on 
the face of a hardened pokcrist. 


We behind Uncle Sam's chair arc watching 


the game, all of us, with the utmost interest— 
and suspense. The hazard is not in the cards, 
though, as we can tell by a glance at Uncle's 
hand. 
He's got four aces—guns, gold, goods 


and goodwill. He ought to win if he plays the 
hand right. But there arc other hazards of 
which we cannot judge so well. We don't know 
how much Uncle knows about the rules of this 
game. ?Ie sat in once before and if he didn't 
get exactly trimmed at least he didn't cash in 
very heavily.

The Irish Peace Conference.

E Irish problem is soluble," was-.the mes- 
sage given to the world a few d;|vs ago by 


General Smuts, the premier of South Africa. 


That General Smuts was not basing his 


judgment upon theory but upon first hand 
knowledge of the facts in the situation is shown 
hy the rapid development of events which im- 
mediately followed. 
President DC Valcra of the 


Irish republic has agreed to attend the confer- 
ence at London to which he has been invited by 
Lloyd George and a truce between Great Britain 
;<nd Ireland has been declared, to continue while 
the conference is being held. 


While it would be taking too optimistic a 


MCW of the situation to predict with certainty 
Ilia I the 700-year war between the British and 
tlic Irish is about to end, there arc many encour- 
aging factors upon which to base such n pre- 
diction. Perhaps the most potent of these fac- 
tors is thai General Smuts lias thrown himself 
inlo the negotiations with all the ardor and en- 
ergy of his tremendous personality, with the evi- 
dent determination to effect a settlement. 


That within a few days of his arrival in 


Dublin, he lias succeeded in overcoming what a 
few weeks ago seemed insuperable obstacles to 
:i licarl-lo-he-arl talk between (he British 
and 


Irish leaders al the capital of the empire, augurs 
well for what lie will be able to accomplish in Ihc 
'Uluro. 
It is extremely doubtful whether the 


Irish leaders would have agreed to go to London 
without guarantees from Smuts that the British 
government was prepared to discuss a 'scttle- 
'nc'iil upon a basis far more liberal in its terms 
than any .It has ever proposed to the Irish direct. 


There is strong evidence that the liberality 


of these tentative torms is due largely to the 
Pressure put upon the British government by 
Smuts rind the other dominion premiers who 
Iiave been attending the imperial conference in 
London during the past few weeks. 
Assuming 


the correctness of this interpretation of the sit- 
uation, the final settlement, if there is one, could 
well be expected to give to Ireland the same posi- 
tion in the empire held'by Australia, Canada and 
the other dominions. 


Two tilings seem clear. First, the British 


government will not consent to the withdrawal 
of Ireland from the empire and the creation of 
an Irish republic. 
Second, the Irish leaders 


have apparently- become convinced of this and 
also of their inability to accomplish their com- 
plete independence by force. 


If, as seems likely. Smuts has convinced the 


Irish leaders that Ihc position of Ireland as a self- 
governing dominion will carry with it certain ad- 
vantages thai would nol attach lo Ireland as an 
independent republic, and that in any event an 
Irish republic is not within the possibilities, 
great obstacles to a solution of the Irish prob- 
lem have been removed. On thai basis a liber- 
al and conciliatory disposition on both sides 
should go far toward a permanent settlement.
